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Certification  Fees  Increase 

Part  of  the  "Act  to  Create  a  Certification  Standards  and 
Practices  Advisory  Council"  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
passed  recently  by  the  state  legislature,  calls  for  an  increase  in 
teacher  certification  fees. 

When  the  law  becomes  effective  on  July  1,  1987,  certi- 
fication fees  will  increase  from  $2  per  year  for  each  year  of  the 
valid  certificate  to  $4  per  year  plus  a  $4  registration  fee  for  the 
first  certificate.  All  applications  received  by  the  Office  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction  that  are  postmarked  after  June  30,  1987,  will  re- 
quire the  higher  fee.  This  includes  those  returned  for  com- 
pletion, awaiting  transcripts,  etc.
